TEACHER TENURE 
Dr, John C. Almack, Professor of Educaticn 

In a broad sense, teacher tenure deals with all the condi- 
tions of employment amorg the million members of the pro- 
fession. In a more limited sense, it has to do with their trans- 
fer and removal from position. The word “tenure,” itself, 
comes from the French language, and sigrifies the right, 
manne,r, condition, and term of holding public office. The 
“right to hold” does not imply ownership, but it does promise 
security in position and protection against the spoils system. 

In return for this security and this protection, the public has 
the right to faithful and efficient servicc The guarantee of 
this should come from the organized profession, following the 
example which has been set in law and medicine. It should 
originate and enforce the standards for entering and remeaining 
in service. The laws themselves must derive their powers from 
the people, but their planning and enforcement should be pro- 
fessionalized. In this way, tenurs may work both in the in- 
terests of teachers and public. 

In view of the benefits which might come from a wise sys- 
tem of tenure, it is surprising that conditions are so far from 
the ideal. Teachers change position so often that it is not un- 
usual to refer to the “teaching profession” ag the “teaching pro- 
cession.” Nearly fifty per cent of the rural enildren of the 
country are taught by inexperienced beginners. In village 
schools, the period of tenure averages two years; in ;mal] high 
schools, sixty per cent of the teachers are new to their schools 
every year. No more than five percent of the teachers in small 
schools have taught as many ¢s five years in the same system, 
One may even find large cities in which one half of the teach- 
ers are giving their first year of service in the position they 
occupy. In the great state of New York, the average life-use 
of the teacher's certificate is only seven years. There is no 
other profession which has sc many inexperienced members 
and so few of maturity. 

The total effect of brief and unce.-.cn tenure is bad. It. is 
bad for teachers. During the periods of suspense attending the 
“annual elections” (which are still common practice), there 
is more sickness among teachers and more cases of netvous 
breakdown. Anxiety ovey the future and the inability to plan 
ahead, lessen the efficiency with which the teacher does her 
daily work. If she fails of re-election, she has to dissipate her 
small savings in searching for another job. 'The loss to teach- 
ers from lack of reasonable security runs into millions a year, 

She may spend as much as one tenth of her annual salary (at 
times even more) for traveling expenses and fees to com- 


mercial agencies. If she succeeds in obtaining a new appoint- 
tment, she ordinarily has to take a lower salary than she re 
ceived in hey old position. The presence of numbe's ol teach- 
ers looking for jobs also tend to lower salaries Appointing 
authorities may take the cheapest instead of the best The 
loss to teachers from lack of reasonable security runs into mil 
lions a year 

The schocl and the community also lose 4 teacher does not 
reach her maximum efficiency until she has had at least five 
years of experience. If she changes to another school after 


this initia] training, she does not reach her maximum efficient y 
in the new position short of anpther two or three years. It 
appears, therefore, that about fifty pe recent of teachers aret 
never permitted to attain their greatest efficiency and that not 
more than twenty-five per cent reach it for a given school. This 
means that few schools are ever managed on the highest pos- 
sible level. One could not run an honest industry with so high 
arate of turnover among employees and at the same time pay 
a reasonable profit to stockholders. Neither can the best 
schools be operated under such unfavorable conditions, 
Insecurity of tenure among teachers is bad for a democratic 
Society. It leads to the spoils system, and the spoils system 
strikes at the very roots of free government When any public 
authority has the power to “hire and five” at will, abuses are 
likely to appear. Among these abuses are the appointment of 
relatives and special friends; the removal of good teachers 
in order to make vacancies for political followers; the use of 
influence to secure the appointment of persons who will pro- 
mote private business; and, in extreme situations, the dictation 
of appointments by a political boss. Nearly a hundred years 
ago, a Congressional Committee declared, “We must expel the 


spoils system if we would save our free institutions,’ and we 
must expel it from the schools if we would save our free pub- 
lic education 

The solution is not, however, to be found through the adop- 
tion of such stringent legislation as will make transfer and re- 
moval so difficult and so embarraassing as to keep incomp 
tent teachers in tl! schools. As has been said, “tenure” does 
not signify “ownership.” <A teaching position, like a publ 
office is a public trust. The right to securty and protection is 


contingent upon the satisfactory performance of duty and obli 
rations, and any tenure system to justify itself, must provide 
means for selecting the best and eliminating the unfit. A plan 
that maintains incompetence is cnly another example of the 


spoils system \ plan which works for private interests alone 
to the neglect of public interests, or which works for public in- 
terests alone and exploits teachers, should be supplanted by 
plan which cares equally well for both. This nclusion points 
to the merit system as the solution of the problem 

The merit system of tenure in its essential particulars stands 
for legislative control of the transfer and removal of teachers

Garfield. “The public service can never be placed on a satis- 
factory sasis’, he said, “until it is regulated by law; for the 
s00d of the ervice itself, for the protection of thoSe who are 
entrusted with the appointing power, and for the protection 


of the incumbents against intrigue and wrong.” It is the poli 
cy approved by the Congress of 1883 which adopted the first 
important act for the reform of the public service. The pro- 
posal to apply it to teachers is nothing new; it does not purpose 
setting up a favored class. It is simply the extension of an ap- 
proved and successful policy to another body of public officials, 

The merit system of tenure should put more responsibility 
upon the teaching profession. In doing this, it will but be fol- 
lowing the policy which has already been adopted in law and 
medicine.

Anti-social acts on the 
some bankers formerly have been 
the subject of spectacular expos 
ures, but | can say without reserva 
tion that they were in no way typ 
ical of the acts and attitudes of the 
yast majority of their fellow bank 
ers. The public mind was shocked 
into the belief that these untypical 
instances were far more representa 
tive than they really were, and this 
belief has been encouraged by polit 
ical and demagogic elements. 

The bankers who are in charge of 
our banks today represent men who 
withstood the temptations and 
avoided the economic pitfalls of the 
great boom. If they had not they 
would not be there, or their banks 
would not have been able to sur 
vive the rack and ruin of the eco 
nomic hurricane by which even 
many banks and bankers, whose 
conduct was above reproach, have 
been destroyed. The other types of 
bankers, those that fell below the 
high standards of professional eth 
ics and business prudence that char 
acterized those that remain, have 
passed out of the picture. But they 
have left for those that remain a 
difficult heritage of suspicion. 

How irrational this is, when we 
reflect that not more than three or 
four per cent of our entire popula 
tion suffered personal loss because 
of what any banker did or neglected 
to do, whereas literally millions of 
bank depositors did not lose a single 
cent as a result of banking diffi 
culties and really owe a vote of con 
fidence and thanks to their own 
bankers who were true to the high 
est conceptions of their stewardship 
and brought their institutions and 
their customers safely through the 
greatest business disaster the world 
has ever seen. It has been a peculiar 
feature of the psychological distor 
tion of the times that many who 
owe nothing but gratitude to their 
bankers joined in blaming the 
banker far out of proportion with 
rational consideration of the facts.
